The case was that of James E. Far- 


rar, of Boston, selected as a test case 
by the government. 


Attorney General Mitchell selected 


it in an. attempt to solve several 
troublesome questions in prohibition 
enforcement. 
The 
federal 
district 


court quashed the indictment, hold- 
ing it was not an offense under the 
prohibition act to purchase liquor from 
a bootlegger. 


The government took the position in 


the supreme court that all purchases 
ni' liquor, except under a permit or 
a physician's prescription, were illegal.
